Brother, can you 
spare a seat? 

Thousands of people with disabilities ride 
the CTA each year. Last week, Going Pub- 
lic was one of them. 

While training for the Chicago Mara- 
thon, GP suffered damage to the tibia bone 
in her right leg and was sentenced to wear a 
walking boot for at least two weeks. 

Forget running. GP got a tough workout 
Friday evaluating the amenities at 24 of the 
53 CTA stations that are not accessible by 
either an elevator or a wheelchair ramp compliant with the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 

For eight hours, GP rode the Red and Purple lines and tested the 
stairs, handrails and benches at several stations— along with rider 
compassion. 

The results were mixed. There were highs: Some stations, such as 
the Clark/Division and 87th Street Red Line stops, have escalators 
that make it easy to travel from the platform to the street. 

And some Red Line riders were more than happy to help GP 
down the stairs (with an offer of a piggyback ride at the Harrison 
stop) and give up their seat (as the train traveled south after the 
Cubs game). 

And there were lows. Some Red Line stations have too many 
stairs: Wilson (about 50) and North/Clybourn (69 from street to 
platform). Other stops have odd handrails: Sheridan Red Line 
(tough to grasp at some points) and Main Purple Line (so low you 
lean like “The Matrix”). 

But those frustrations can’t compare to the irritation GP felt 
when some riders refused to give up their seats. 

When GP boarded a Purple Line train at the Dempster stop, all 
the seats were taken, including all the priority seats. So GP stood 
by priority seating in her clearly visible black boot, which runs from 
the foot to the knee. And waited. And waited some more. 

GP saw some riders look at her, look at her boot and look away 
They were not giving up their seat. 

GP wanted to shout, “Tbu see me! Let me sit!” Exasperation be- 
gan to set in at the thought of having to panhandle for a seat. 

GP hopes to be out of her boot in three weeks and complete her 
first marathon next month. 

But for other CTA riders, their endurance is tested daily navigat- 
ing the CTA with a disability. 

YouVe heard the announcement: “Priority seating is intended for 
the elderly and people with disabilities.” The CTA is required by 
federal law to set aside seats for that purpose, but CTA riders aren’t 
required to comply 

Please, try to comply. Just imagine what it would be like to walk a 
mile in their boots.

4 rescued from condo fire 


Firefighters investigate cause of Bronzeville blaze

Several people, including two children, were 
rescued Sunday from a blaze in a sparsely- 
occupied Bronzeville condo building where 
conditions were described as “pretty bad” by 
a Chicago Fire Department spolcesman. 

A firefighter was treated and released from 
the University of Chicago Medical Center for 
burns to his ears, said Chief Kevin MacGregor, 
a Fire Department spolcesman. 

When the firefighters arrived at 4725 S. 


Michigan Ave. at 1:20 a.m., they discov- 
ered “people were hanging out of windows 
waiting to be rescued,” MacGregor said. Fire- 
fighters lifted ladders to the top floor and re- 
moved one adult and two children, and also 
rescued a person from an inside stairwell, he 
said. 

The children, ages 6 and 8, were talcen in 
fair-to-good condition to Comer Children’s 
Hospital for smolce inhalation, he said. Other 
residents were treated on the scene. 


The fire, which is under investigation, 
was contained to the top floor, MacGregor 
said. 

It’s unclear how many people live in the 
white briclc building. The building had an un- 
secure front door and many vacant units. 

A man who declined to give his name said he 
had purchased a foreclosed unit in the build- 
ing several weelcs ago with the hopes of buying 
other abandoned units. Thieves had stripped 
the building of much of its copper and appli- 
ances, and the gas had long been shut off, he 
said.

Hurricane watch for Hermine 


□ MIAMI A liurricane watcli was issued

Hermine, which forecasters said could ap- 
proach hurricane strength before making 
landfall early Tuesday near the Texas-Mexi- 
co border south of Brownsville. 

A hurricane watch stretches from Rio 
San Fernando, Mexico, northward to Baf- 
fin Bay Texas, the National Hurricane 
Center said. A tropical storm warning was 
in effect for La Cruz, Mexico, northward 
to Port O’Connor, Texas. 


ELSEWHERE IN THE TROPICS 

In the Atlantic, the remnants of Tropical 
Storm Gaston continued trekking west- 
ward across open waters and had a 
strong chance of re-forming into an or- 
ganized system during the next 
48 hours. The hurricane season, which 
runs from June 1 through Nov. 30, is in 
its peak period.

Sources: More 
troops bound 
for Afghanistan 

□ WASHINGTON As many as 2,000 ad- 
ditional troops— including a number 
ofU.S. forces— may be headed to Afghani- 
stan in the coming weeks under a plan 
being proposed by Gen. David Petraeus, 
CNN has learned. 

Petraeus has not commented publicly on 
the need for more troops, but a U.S. defense 
official and a senior NATO official directly 
familiar with his thinking and the entire 
matter have confirmed details to CNN. 

The Petraeus proposal for more troops 
has been briefed to NATO officials behind 
closed doors. 

According to the NATO source, it calls 
for an additional 2,000 troops including 
at least 750 personnel to serve as trainers 
for Afghan forces. The trainers specifically 
would work to teach Afghan units how to 
support their operations in the field. The 
balance of the forces would work largely to 
counter the still significant threat posed by 
improvised explosive devices (lEDs).

The NFL regular season can’t get here soon enough, 
and in the meantime we’re left to try to make sense of preseason 
games. 

We know those games don’t count, and we know it might not be a 
completely accurate representation of our favorite team. But here we

PANICKING 

In 2008, Jay 
Cutler’s lone Pro 
Bowl year, he threw 
for three touch- 
downs and no 
interceptions in 
the preseason 
and was not 
sacked. In 
2010’s warm- 
up games, 
he’s got one 
touchdown, two 
picks and has 
been sacked 10 
times. Not a good 
sign for him-or 
the offensive line. 


TAKE A 
DEEP BREATH 

Julius Peppers 
had two sacks this 
preseason. The 
last time he did 
that was 2008, 
tallying 14.5 sacks 
in the games that 
counted and earn- 
ing a spot in the 
Pro Bowl. He was a 
Pro Bowler in 2009, 
too, collecting 10.5 
sacks in the regular 
season after getting 
none in the pre- 
season. So even if 
Cutler’s projections 
are iffy. Peppers is 
virtually automatic. 


START PANICKING 

This year, the negatives 
outweighed the positives 
in the Bears’ second-to-last 
preseason contest-the one 
in which the starters see the 
most snaps. In comparison, 
from 1999-2009, Super Bowl 
participants went 13-9 in 
their penultimate preseason 
games. 

TAKE A DEEP BREATH 

The 2006 Bears reached 
the Super Bowl despite los- 
ing their “most meaningful” 
preseason game. So did five 
Super Bowl winners between 
1999-2009, most recently 
the 2007 N.Y. Giants, who 
knocked off the then-unde- 
feated New England Patriots. 



START PANICKING

Lost in the latest blitz 
of Brett Favre fever 
is what his return 
represents to his 
opponents: a golden 
opportunity 

YeSy having him 
under center is a huge 
upgrade for Minneso- 
ta, but it says as much 
about the Vikings’ 
abysmal backups as 
anything else. 

Realistically, the 
Favre forecast should 
not come close to his 
2009 numbers, no 
matter how spectacular: 4,202 passing yards, 33 
touchdowns and a measly seven interceptions. 

This season, too many of the weapons 
previously at his disposal are temporarily inert 
or gone altogether, ^de receiver Sidney Rice 
(hip surgery) will miss six games. Another 
receiver, Percy Harvin, is battUng migraines. 
And Chester Taylor, who racked up a com- 
bined 737 yards rushing and receiving last year, 
is now a Bear. 

Favre’s mobility is a huge concern too. He 
was sacked 34 times in 2009 — the fifth- 
highest total of his career. Although it would 
be foolhardy to expect him to miss any starts, 
he’s coming off ankle surgery and figures to be 
a less elusive target.

Now that the odds are swinging in the 
Bears’ favor, let Favre unretire 200 times if he 
wants. As if fans needed reminding, he’s 23-11 
against Chicago, and every time he takes the 
field is a chance to even the score. Or at least 
make it less lopsided. 

This is not your older brother’s Brett Favre, 
but he’s earned his place as Chicago’s most 
reviled and respected foil— a healthy compo- 
nent of any rivalry 

What would Sherlock Holmes be without 
Professor Moriarty? Or Captain Kirk without 
the Khngons? Or the Cubs without the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates? 

The Bears-Favre drama transcends cities 
and uniforms, and the NFC North will be 
worse off when he rides off on his lawn mower 
for good. 

For now, no matter how the Bears’ season 
plays out (8-8 seems about right) taking aim at 
Favre is always fun. 

Meanwhile, in Green Bay quarterback 
Aaron Rodgers (3-1 vs. the Bears) is biding his 
time until he again succeeds Favre— this time 
as the new public enemy No. i in Chicago.

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Bridgeport slashie Maria’s 
gets a hip new makeover

The slashie — that’s bar- 
slash-liquor store— is 
proving to be a dying 
breed in Chicago’s bar 
scene. The few still 
around haven’t changed 
in decades and don’t call 
much attention to them- 
selves anyway: 

Enter Kaplan’s Liquors, a no-frills store- 
front serving Bridgeport since the 1930s and 
bought by the Marszewski family in 1986. 

Last month, Ed and Mike Marszewski (be- 
hind the bar) and their mother, Maria (look 
for her and her fabulous hairdo up front in 
the store), rehabbed and renamed the place 
Maria’s Packaged Goods & Community Bar. 
With a fresh look, they hoped it would give 
the crowd that lingered at Co-Prosperity 
Sphere (the nearby cultural center Ed co- 
founded) a place to drink and hang out. 

The changes definitely intrigued us. Since 
when do slashies have cocktail lists? And a DJ 
spinning 7-inch records? And patrons younger 
than 50? We stopped in to observe this curi- 
ous new species — the modern slashie— on 
grand opening night to see what it’s all about. 

Finally ... a sweet (non-sports) community bar 
for Bridgeport’s new succession of residents. 

As young “condo dweller” professionals and 
creative hipster types move into the chang- 
ing ’hood alongside hard-working, “hardscrab- 
ble” old-timers and other young bar-goers 
who grew up here, a social void needs filling. 
Restaurants such as Nana and Han 202 get it. 
Maria’s does too. 

Thank you, beer gods ... for a heavenly craft 
brew selection-on 10 taps, in 99 bottles and 
lining the storefront shop. If you don’t see 
us sipping Founders Porter from Founders

Brewing Company ($6) or Stone Brewing 
Co. Arrogant Bastard strong ale ($6.50) in 
pints by the bar, you’ll surely see us sneaking 
into the store for a cold six of Three Floyd’s 
Gumballhead after work. 

If you’re at a loss for bar-room conversa- 
tion ... look to the ceiling and walls for inspira- 
tion. Brown beer bottles strung together and 
wired with bare bulbs work well repurposed as 
chandeliers throwing moody low light. Convo- 
worthy artwork is to be expected from Co- 
Prosperity Sphere founder Ed Marszewski, and 
the woodsy creations we saw didn’t disappoint. 

We love that ... the “community” in the name 
isn’t just there to make you feel warm and 
fuzzy. A menu note asks patrons to e-mail in 
their favorite cocktail recipes, promising, “If 
it rocks we’ll add it to the menu and let you 
star-tend with us for a nite during its unveil- 
ing.” The first such Community Cocktail is the 
Hornswagglers High Tea ($6, right), an Earl 
Grey-infused vodka and Filbert’s cream soda 


concoction coined by the Hornswagglers, a 
duo who bartends at local art events and uses 
proceeds to buy a piece of art for a future 
exhibit. 

Our favorite moment of the night was ... 

when a surprise snack of cheese and salami 
arrived at our table. We rejoiced in the old- 
school gesture and shared with our neighbor- 
ing tables. 

Our only complaint Is ... that music can get 
loud, especially in the back half of the bar 
where the speakers are mounted. We pre- 
ferred earlier in the evening when the jazzy 
soundtrack was still somewhat conversation- 
friendly. At risk of sounding like one of those 
old-timers at the bar, turn that racket down, 
would ya?

A lot of TV viewers will be htimming the updated 
theme to “Hawaii Five-O” beginning Sept. 20, when 
CBS’ shiny “reimagined” version of the 1960s cop 
drama debuts at 9 p.m. 

In the new “Five-O,” Alex O’Loughlin plays 
former Navy SEAL Steve McGarrett, who is hired 
by the governor of Hawaii to create an elite task 
force to rid her island of international criminals. 

He recruits Danny “Danno” V^lliams, former cop

O’Loughlin has high hopes for his third CBS series. 

“I think [viewers] are going to be surprised at how 
thoroughly they enjoy the show on every level,” the 
Aussie told me during a phone chat from Hawaii last 
week.

I think the third time will be O’Loughlin’s charm.
